LESSONS IN TQM 
FROM XEROX 

In 1990 XEROX was a 
Baldridge winner. 
XEROX now has more 
than 7,000 teams 
worldwide with over 75% 
of its work force active on 
one or more teams. 
Savings of $1 16 million is 
credited to those teams. 
There has also been: 

*78% decrease in 
defects per 100 machines; 

*20% decrease in 
service response time; 

*40% decrease in 
rework; 

♦Improved quality in 
products with increased 
customer loyalty. 

Yet, it wasn't always 
that way. In the 1980s, 
Japan had 20% of the U.S. 
auto market but 40% of the 
copier business. XEROX 
- was in a crisis and launched 



a program called, 
"Leadership Through 
Quality." Every employee 

received 28 hours of 
training in problem solving 
and improvement 
techniques. After 
pmplementing its quality 
process, XEROX has the 
following suggestions to 
those starting TQM 
programs: 

♦TQM is a top-down 
process; management must 

lead. 

♦Organizations have to 
"mature" into TQM. 

♦Companies must 
realize their culture will 

change. 

♦TQM requires 
discipline and patience; it is 
not for the superstar leader 
who will not let go of 
control or the limelight. 
♦In TQM everyone 
shines; they have to.
